Title of the Invention 

Sequential Peel-Otf Surface Disposable Cutting Board 

Abstract 
(Problem) 

To provide a hygienic sequential peel-off surface disposable 
cutting board that can keep a board surface constantly newly clean. 
SheeLs 1 are multiply superposed so that the same can be successively 
peeled off from a surface, and sheet peripheries 2 are bonded and 
mounted on a base board j) to form the cutting board. The sheets are 
successively peeled off from the surface after each use and are 
disposable. 
(Solution Means) 
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By making successively peeled off sheets disposable without 
washing and not leaving residues and grime in kitchen knife marks, 
as in conventional cutting boards, food poisoning and infections are 
prevented. 

Claims 

(1) A successive peel-off surface disposable cutting board, wherein a 
sheet 1 is multiply superposed such that the same can be successively 
peeled off from a surface. 

(2) The successive peel-off surface disposable cutting board of claim 
1, wherein the sheet 1 is multiply superposed such that the same can 
be successively peeled off from the surface, and a portion of a 
periphery 2 of the sheet 1 is bonded and mounted at a base board 3 to 
such extent that the sheet 1 can be successively peeled off from the 
surface. 

Detailed Description of the Invention

(Field of Application in the Industry) 

The present invention relates to a successive peel-off surface 
disposable cutting board in which sheets 1 are multiply superposed 
to a thickness of such extent as to form a cutting board and portions 
of peripheries 2 of the sheets are pasted and bonded, and mounted on 
a base board 3 to such exLent lhal ihe sheets 1 can lie successively 
peeled off from the surface.

(Prior Art Techniques) 

Conventional cutting boards were made of a single thick board. 
[0003] 

(Problem to be Solved by the Invention) 
This had the following deficiencies. 

(A) Kitchen knife marks were formed in the surface of a cutting 
board. Residues and grime penetrated the cut marks and were 
difficult In remove even by washing with water. The kitchen knife 
marks tended to become havens for bacteria and a cause of food 
poisoning, and were unhygienic. 

(B) Particular odors of foodstuffs such as fish, meat and pickled 
foods remained, and would attach to other foodstuffs, which was 
unpleasant. 

(C) The culling board was unhygienic for foodstuffs that were eaten 
as is after btring cut on the culling board, such as sashimi, fruit, bread, 
confectionery and picked foods, and was a cause of food poisoning. 

(D) Thy cutting board could not be washed in places where water 
was not convenient, such as the outdoors. 

The present i riven lion is provided to solve these deficiencies. 
[0004] 

(Means for Solving the Drawbacks) 

Sheets 1 are multiply superposed to a thickness uf such extent as 
to form a cutting board, portions of peripheries 2 of the sheets 1 are 
pasted, and the sheets 1 are bonded to such extent that the same can 
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be successively peeled off, thereby making a cutting board. The 
sheets 1 are mounted on a base board 3. The present invention, 
formed by the above-described structure, is a successive peel-off 
surface disposable cutting board.

(Embodiments) 

An embodiment of the present invention is explained below. 

(A) As shown in Figures 1, 2 and 3, sheets 1 are multiply superposed 
to a thickness of such extent as to form a cutting board. 

(B) Sheets 1 are multiply superposed to a thickness of such extent as 
to form a cutting board and peripheries 2 thereof ore pasted and 
bonded to such extent that the sheets 1 peel off from a surface. 

(C) The sheets 1 superposed as in (A) and bonded as in (tJ) arc 
mounted on a base board 3. 

The present invention has the above structure. Thus, when the 
present invention is used, when cooking ingredients or the like have 
been prepared and the surface of the sheets 1 has become dirty, a top 
one of the sheets 1 is peeled off and discarded. The surfaces of 
successive new the sheets 1 arc used and, after use, the present 
invention is disposed of. 
[0006] 

(Effects of the Invention) 

Because the top one of the sheets 1 is peeled off when llie surface 
of the cutting board has been used for preparation and become dirty, 
the surface of the next sheet 1 is revealed and the cutting board 
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becomes newly clean. Thus, by successively peeling off and disposing 
each lime the cutting board becomes dirty, the cutting board is 
always hygienic. In addition, lhe culling board is particularly 
convenient for preparation in the outdoors, such as fields or the like, 
where water is not convenient.
